A BEAUTIFUL DRIVE. 

No |>i ct t iff hotir’sdrive ran he found 
in Florida tlian tin- circuit of Luke 
Oyecola, at Winter Park. St ai l ini; 
from flit* Seminole Hotel, a short de¬ 
scent through the Lit o' liamuck la*- 
t ween Lakes Osceola and Virginia 
brings us to the canal cot nice tint; the 
two lakes, by means of which Loafs, 
are enabled'to pass Let ween the ex¬ 
treme north and south ends of the 
town or intermediate points, .lust to 
t he right In-fore crossing t lie eanaL on 
a beautiful site overlooking Lake Vir¬ 
ginia, will be t liestat ion of t he Orlando 
and Winter Park Railway, whicheroses 
1 he canal near its Iwtke Virginia end, 
Jteyond the canal our road skirts the 
northern extremity of Lake Mizell, al¬ 
most at the water’s edge, and there 
turning to the left we climb a short 
hill past t he pretty place of Hr. <Jeer 
to a broad" and level plateau of fine 
orange land. • tin the left , next to Hr. 
(Jeer’s place is an exceptiotially line 
looking grove belonging to Rollins Col* 
lege—clean and well kept, and the trees 
of large, symmetrical and vigorous 
growth, it is a model grove. Beyond 
and between us and Lake Osceola is a 
peninsula jutting out into the very 
middle of the lake, which its owner,

we have been passing a large grove be¬ 
longing to Win. (’. Comstock, ot ( In 
• ago, and directly before Us is another 
one, also his. Turning to the right 
between these two.groves, and passing 
also t lie groves of Messrs. Tut t le and 
Phelps, we look oyer the smooth-rim 
med. regular howl of Sylvan Lake, in 
a depression to the right, to the new 
lioifse building for Mr. liriswold, and 
several other houses a ltd orange groves 
surrounding the little lake. Turning 
again to the left, a short * cross-road 
brings us to t lie elegant home plaee of 
Mr. Coihstoek, containing almpl 
twenty acres, extending fro m Phelps 
A Ve. along Conist nek Axe. to the ej^st • 
erly extremity of Lake Osceola. I’poll 
this plate Mr. Colnstoek has built u 
large and hc-autiful hotise, a large sta¬ 
ble, a till ol lier minor buildings, and t In- 
wholc plaee is planted in fru.it and or¬ 
namental trees, shrubs, llowers and 
lawns, which with a few years,’growth 
•will make one of fife fitiest pi arcs in 
the State. Passing around two sides 
of this plaee, and through it few rods 
of scrub and lint-woods bi-vond, we 
again turn to the left and pass several 
private places* all beautifully situated 
along the iiort hern shore of I ,nke (tsee- 
ola—the last is.that of Mr, (Juild.a 
quiet retreat where a few hoarders 
'have been rii eived ill the winter time. 
Next to Mr. (Juild’s place there is a 
short st retell jit unoeeiipied lake-shore, 
affording n view over the whole length 
of the lake to the Seminole, three*-' 
quarters_of a mile away at the south¬ 
erly end. Hipping down through a 
narrow strip of liamack, we cross pal¬ 
mer Brook, which runs from Lake Os- 
ceola into Lake Maitland. It is at 
present passablesonly with-dillieulty 
hy a small boat, but it will undoubt¬ 
edly be opened in the near future, SO 
as to add Lake Maitland to the chain 
of internavigable waters, and enable

man. the ’Rogers House,. Judge Wei 
borne, anij-'I*r.

son. t hough warm, is hy no means I In* 
least favorable time t o see it, for t lie 
fresh growth lieing rapidly made bv 
t la* groves under tin* inline nec of t ho 
summer rains gives an arc of life and 
.actual progress m the ereat ion nC the 
new .wealth and usefulness, whose dc 
Yclopmciit out of t he unbroken forest 
of a few years ago Is here so striking 
on every hand. Phis onedl'ive.t hrough

. venieiit place for stowing. During the 
-curiug in t in* house, mid w hilestowing, 
the newly made hay was well sprinkled 
with salt. The result was an entire 
success on every point, and esjwcially 
as to tIn* eseulenec of the liny. "Tin* 
. horse or cow would leave any other 
long forage, fodder or northern hay 
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when they could obtain flu* home 
made native grass buy. The conchn j 
siou is that with bronp fields add im 
proved machinery. we ran make as 
much good luty in Florida nsotir harm 
yard stork and working* minimis can 
consume. The hay and corn tax which 
tin* people of Florida pay annually to 
tin* tanners of tin* north mul west is a

saved. Mill thegrent trouble - is, too 
many piefei* to buy, or go without, 
rat her than t ake t lu* t rouble to make 
what they need. Tin* liny shipped to 
thrsoutliis like many other things, 
t lie poorest in qualily. < >m* horse w ill 
cal from three to four dollars worth a 
'month say SlO.a year, ami the hav 
tiring of a very inferior quality he will, I 
therefore, require a larger supply of 
grain food to make up.for 'deficiency 
ol ifflt riment. __ 

Of the hay we nlade. as rela 1 ed 
above, <>m* horse ale twice tin* quail 
tily in* would take of northern hay; 
and wluil cost us al»out .S‘J<< Mi make 
and stow., lasted the animal about 
eleven mouths, also reduced Ills dr 
mauds for grain food about onc-liiilt 
t la* cost, and a superior art tele yf for¬ 
age supplied without stint. Try it.
